M. Rouvier’s notification yesterday to, 


M. Mabourguet to leave France was 
couched in the most oourtly terms. After 
a full explanation of the events leading 
up to the rapture, the premier referred to 
France’s long suffering attitude in spite 
of President Castro's protracted proceed- 
ings which meanwhile had become more 
aggressive until France’s patience became 
exhausted and diplomatic. relations ‘be- 
tween the two states were broken off. 
The notification proceeded: 

“France now considers your mission 
terminated and I request you to indicate 
the point of the frontier where you de- 
sire to leave France, at the same time 
handing you your passports and taking 
the necessary measures for your safety.” 

An a@dditional paragraph added tater 
to. this commrnication reads: 

Reparation to be Claimed. 

“Concerning the damage to French 
interests resulting from the abusive 
measures of the Caracas government, 
reparation therefor will be ultimately 
claimed by France.”’

“President Castro's latest Insolence ne- 
cessitates an immediate lesson. Franca 
cannot be satisfied with a platonic rup-

OUTHERN PORTS 
GOT BIG SHARE 


Of Export Trade in Qread- 
stuffs 


Value of Grain Shipped Out of Gulf 
and South Atlantic Ports Showed 
Increase of 66 Per Cent 
in 1905 Over 
1904. 


Baltimore, January !9.—(Special.)\—That 
southern ports are increasing their im- 
portance as exporters of breadstuffs is 
shown in this week’s issue of The Manu- 
facturers’ Record, which says: 

“During the twelve months of the past 
calendar year the value of breadstuff ex- 
ports from this country increased over 
that of the preceding year from $92,311,- 
812 to $146,110,962, or by $53,799,150, 
eewual to 58 per cent.

"rhe total figures are of the exports 
from 23 of the leading ports of the coun- 
try. The six southern ports named ex- 
ported more than a third of the total ex- 
ports, and the increase in value of their 
exports was more than 37 per cent. of the 
increase at all ports.

Roads Seeking South Atlantic. 

“On the Atlantic side of the mountain 
ranges three new lines ar@ now under 
construction to give coal routes to the 
coast. One of these is from fuel regions 
in West Virginia, another is from the 
Kentucky and Southwestern Virginia 
fields, and the third is to extend out of 
the Birmingham district of Alabama. 

“Other roads are in prospect, and, be- 
side, one important line in West. Vir- 
ginia has only lately been finished, a 
road which through its intimate connec- 
tions will reach tide at Baltimore. It 
may be expected that new lines wil] also 
be constructed from the mineral regions 
of Alabama to the gulf of Mexico. Sev- 
eral plans have been announced to build 
such roads, but as yet comparatively lit- 
tle has been done looking to their fulfill- 
ment. 

“There is another’ traffic movement 
which further efforts are being made to 
accommodate. It is that of coa}] from 
Kentucky, West Virginia and Virginia to 
the great lakes, and two or three plans 
for lines northward from nature’s great 
store houses of fuel in those three states 
will probably be realized in a few years 
by actual construction of new coal 
roads.”’ 


BODY WAS THAT OF DARGAN. 


In Presence of Half Hundred People 
Grave Was Opened. 


Darlington, 8S. C., January 19.—In the 
presence of half a hundred citizens and 
representatives of the life insurance com- 
pany interested, the grave of Robert 
Keith Dargan was opened this morning. 
Physicians pronounced the body therein 
to be that of the late president of the 
Independent Oil Company, and the Dar- 
lington Trust Company, whose suicide by 
taking carbolic acid on July II, 1905, 
created a sensation at the time. The 
body was exhumed by permission of the 
father of the deceased who in a letter 
said tha tpermission was given to set at 
rest the scandalous rumors that had per- 
sistently ‘been heard to the effect thar R. 
Keith Dargan was not dead, but had pre- 
tended suicide and escaped to Europe. 
Dargan’s death closely followed _ the 
failure of the oll company and trust com- 
pany, both caused by speculations of the 
president. The body was badly decom- 
posed, but the identification wus said to 
ve complete.

There are at 
the present time 6,778,186 cotton 
spindles in -the territory served by 
the Southern railway alone, or 28 per 
cent of the entire number in the 
United States, and 82.5 per cent of 
the entire number in the south. There

ber including factories that. make bat- 
ting, mattresses, etc.,.as well as those 
that spin yarns and make cloth. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Hester, if idle spindles 
be added, the total is brought up to 
8,685,393. In the northern states the 
corresponding total is 16,325,000, mak 
ing for the United States a total of 
24,010,393. In the last five years tho 
south has increased its consumption 
of cotton from 1,483,711 bales to 2,- 
140,151 bales. Coarse yarns are spun 
for the most part. In the north, in 
the same period, the consumption of 
cotton has decreased by 16,955 bales, 
the decrease being due chiefly to 
changes in machinery for making 
fine yarns. | : : 

It is further shown that about 15.6 
per cent of the entire cotton crop is 
now consumed south of the Ohio—e 
fact which explains the apprehensions 
of Lancashire with regard to the suf- 
ficiency of the supply for the pros- 
pective demand, and the efforts of 
all European countries to promote 
the growth of cotton in their respec- 
tive colonies. Of the amount of cot- 
ton consumed in the south, the two 
Carolinas take rather more than one- 
half. South Carolina ranks next after 
Massachusetts as a cotton manufac- 
turing state. 

In agriculture, coal, iron, lumber, 
wood working and other lines the 
story is the same—the south is forg- 
ing to the front rapidly industrially. 
“Favored by an equable climate, 
cheap labor and _ resources without 
parallel, it is growing,” says The 
Financier, “by leaps and bounds. — It 
is beginning to realize its own des- 
tiny, and when the 1910 census is 
taken, the present figures, large as 
they may seem, will be small in com- 
parison with the results then in evi- 
dence,” 

And the investors, knowing this, 
are putting their money in southern 
securities.

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Chicago’s Crime Problem. 

The big city of Chieago has a prob- 
lem mcre imminent than its perennial 
jealousy of New York, or that “imme- 
diate municipal Ownership” about 
which press and people are in such a 
contradictory stew. Under slack po- 


‘lice regulations of several years ago, 


the-city became infested with every 
variety of thugs, “yeggmen,” “second. 
story men,” outright highwaymen, and 
ordinary sneak thieves known to the 
criminology of the modern city. 

The city authorities, of course, aa- 
vance many explanatory theories 
which exeulpate them from censure 
and throw the blame on other shoul- 
ders. They suggest, for example, that 
in the last ten years the population of 
the city has increased abnormally, 
with no corresponding increase in the 
ranks of the city’s police. This ex- 
planation has much rational evidence 
for its support, but when a resolution 
providing for the employment of 1,000 
extra men was offered in council if 
was rejected.

ditional patrolmen has been broached,

The Georgia Southern and Florida and 
the Atlantic and Birmingham are among 
the railroads of the State which have 
been greatly benefited by the general 
prosperity throughout the country, it 
stated, and the commission ts desirous of 
ascertaining whether conditions will jus- 
tifv similar reductions in the local rates 
on these. lines. 3 
It is sald the commission has. in fact, 


just begun to work along this line, and 
other steps along similar lines may be ex- 
pected in the near future. 

The Georgia .Southern and WMorida is 
now in Class C, where it is permittted to 
charge 25 per cent in addition to the 
Standard tariff rates on local hau's, Thie 
is the same class in which the Southera 
and Central of Georgia were prior to the 
action of the commission on Thurts441y 
changing them to Class B and cutting 
the percentage which they are allowed 
to charge in addition to the standard 
tariff, from 25 to 15 ner cent.

This report ‘Was causeu more 
by the high prices which northern man- 
ufacturers did not want to pay, ip the 
opinion of this interested party. He be- 
lieved that the northern manufacturers 
and held off from buying the yarn in 
the hopes that there would come a re- 
duction in cotton and the yarn could be 
purchased at a much smaller figure. 

Tle felt sure that this would be among 
the matters considered at the meeting, 
and reports from the noribern masuc 
turers were to the effect that they were 
about ready to admit that the south 
had handled the cotton question this 
year in a Way that the manufacturers 
had not deemed possible, and that they 
were now reac: to concede that cotton 
was up to stay. Many believed , that 
this would result in a general purchasing 
of varn at prevailing prices, which 
would mean much to the best interests 
of the south. 

As to the scarcity of soft yarn, there 
was no doubt in the minds of many 
that the scarcity of labor Was every 
day becoming greater in the south.
